W HEREAS it is expedient further to regulate the Office of preamble. 
Clerk of Petty Sessions in Ireland : Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 



Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 



5 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 



of the same, as follows : 



I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Petty vSessions Short Title. 
Clerk (Ireland) Act, ISrj's.” 



II. “ The Petty Scssion.s (Ireland) Act, 1851,” except so far as the Incorpora- 
10 same is hereb)'- repealed, shall be incorporated with this Act. SrasionricC 

1851 . 



III. In the Interpi'etation of this Act, except when repugnant to Inter])reta- 
the Context or Subject Matter, the several Words and Expressions Clause, 
herein-after mentioned shall liavc the several Meanings appropriated 
to them hereby ; (that is to say,) the Term “Oatli”or “Affidavit” 

1^ shall include Affirmation or Declaration ; the Word “ District” shall 



mean Petty Sessions District; the Word “ Clerk" shall mean Petty 
Sessions Clerk, and shall include the Clerk of the Justices of any 
Borough save Dublin ; “Lord Lieutenant” shall include the Lords

Justices ov other Chief Goveraoi- or Governors of Irelaml ; “ Chief 
Under Secretary” slialt mean the Chief or Under Secretary of the 
Lord Lieutenant or, other Chief (joveruor or Governors of Ireland ■ 
“Registrar” shall mean the Clerk of Fines and Penalties in the Castle 
of Dublin, or such other Person us the Lord lueutenaut may appoint a 
to discharge the Duties prescribed by this Act for the Registrar to ' 
perform; “ County in which the Petty Sessions District is° situate” 
and “Division in which the Petty Sessions District is situate,” shall in 
the Case of Districts locally situate iu more Counties or inore Divi. 
sions than One, respectively mean the County or Quarter Sessions 10 
Division, as the Case maybe, in which the District Petty Sessions are 
held. 



IV. From and after the Fimt Umj of Jrmuarji One. Ihomund eight 
hundred and fifty-nine the Second, Tliird, and Fourtii Sections of 
“ The Petty Sessions (Irelaml) Act, 1851,” .shall be and are hereby 15 
repealed, but such Repeal shall not prejudice or affect any Proceedings 
instituted before the Time of such Repeal, nor shall it be construed to 
lessen or affect any Right to which any Person may at the Time of 
such Repeal be entitled under such repealed Enacl incuts or any 
Liabilities then existing and incurred thereunder. .jO 



V. All Persons who on the pussing of this Act shall hold the Office 
of Petty Sessions Clerk iu Ireland shall continue to hold such Office, 
subject to the Provisions of this Act, until he shall die. resign, or be 
removed. “ 



VI. It shall he lawful for the Lord Lieutenant at any Time here- 25 
aftei to order and declare that from a certain Time therein to be 
named Two ov more Districts .shall be served by One and the same 
Person as Clerk, and to fix the Salary to bo paid to such Person as 
Clerk according to the Scale in Schedule (A.) hereto annexed, and 
such Order and Declaration shall be published iu the Dublin Gazette, 30 
and shall be iiotiBed by the Chief or Under Secretary to the Clerk of 
the Peace of the County in which the said Districts arc situate ; and 
the Justices assembled at the then next Quarter Sessions for the 
Division of the County in which such Di.stricts shall he situate, or if 
the said Districts shall be in more than One Division, then at the 35 
Quarter Sessions for such Division as the Lord Lieutenant shall 
appoint, shall proceed to nominate and appoint some one of the 
Persons who have filled the Office of Petty Sessions Clerk in One of 
the said Districts immediately before the pronouncing of the said 
Order, or in case of the Unfitness of all such Persons, then some other 40 
proper and fit Person to be the Clerk of such Districts, and such 

Appointmeut 
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Appointment shall forthwith be notified by the Clerk of the Peace to 
the Registrar. 

VII. As often a.s any Vacancy shall ari.se in the Office of Petty Appoint- 
.Sessions Clerk for any I listnct or Districts, the Justices in Quarter "f 
5 .Sessions assembled for the Division of the County in which such 
Di.striot or Districts shall be sitnate, or if the said liistrict shall be in 
more than One Division, II, en at the Quarter .Sessions of the Division 
which the Lord Lieutenant .shall li.ave appointed, shall proceed to 
nominate and appoint .some proper Person to fill the said Office, and 
10 such Appointment when made shall ho fiirtliwitli notified by the Clerk 
of the Peace to the Registrar.

VII 1. Every Petty Se.ssions Clerk in Ireland shall, on and after the 
First Dm/ of Mnmrii One Ihmuand dg-ht hundred and Jiffy, nine 
hold his Office subject to the following Provi.sioiis : 

1. He shall hold such Otiice during the I'leasurc of the Justices of 

the District or Districts of which he shall be Clerk, and of the 
Lord Licutonant : 

2. He sluiH not practi.so ;ik a liai-nstcr, or Attorney or Solicitor in 

any Case, nor shall he ad, iis tlie (Jlcrk of an Attorney or 
■Solicitor, or as the Clerk of a Poor Law Umon, or as a 
Collector of any Ihiblic Tax, or as a Pound Keeper, or be con- 
cemed in the Kcejung of aiiy Hotel, Tavern, Eating House, or 
House licensed for tlic bale of Liquor to be consumed on the 
Premises, nor shall he engage in any Business or Occupation 
which the Lord I^ieutenant by any general or special Order 
shall have prohibited : 

d. In addition to the Duties which he shall be bound to discharge 
under the Provisions of the Fifth Section of “ The Petty Ses- 
sions (.Ireland) Act, (8.01, ”he shall perform the several Duties 
expressly or impliedly imposed on him by this Act with 
lefercnce to tlio keeping ol and accounting for all Sums of 
Money received by him in his ofiicial Capacity, and shall also 
observe and peH'orm all the other Regulations of this Act in 
reference t(i his OHicc ami tlie Duties thereof; and it shall also 
be luH Duty, within I'wo Days after the same shall have been 
taken, to transmit to tlte Crown jSolicitor acting for the County 
in which such Petty Sessions shall be lield, or in which any 
indictable Oftenee shall l)c committed, a fair and correct Copy 
ot every Information taken before an)’' of the Justices of his 
District or Districts with respect to such Offence; and every 
Justice who shall take any Information out of Petty Sessions 
is hereby required forthwith to transmit the same to the Clerk 
of the District to whieli the same shall properly belong : 

[ILh] A 2 ‘ 4. He 
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4. He shall perform the Duties of his Office in Person and not bv 
Deputy, except in Cases of .Sickness, unavoidable Absence or 
other Emergency, when the Justices at Petty Sessions may 
appoint some other Person to act as Clerk at such Petty Ses- 
sions for the Time Ijcing; and sucli Substitute shall, if 5 
required by the Justices, enter into Security for the due 
Dischai'ge of his Duties in such Manner as the Justices slnll 
think fit, 

IX. The Lord Lieutenant shall fix the Amount of annual Salary 

to be paid to every Petty Sessions Clerk, according to the Scale' in 10 
Schedule (A.) hereto annexed; and the same when so fixed shall 
be paid half-yearly in manner hcrcin-after set forth ; and the better to 
enable the Lord Lieutenant to ascertain and fix, or, as Occasion may 
require, to alter such Salary, the Justices of each Petty Sessions Dis- 
trict shall, when required so to do by the Chief or Under Secretary 15 
cause due and faithful Returns to be made of the Amount of Business 
done,^ and of all Fees and Fines received in such Petty .Sessions 
District, for the Period required, not exceeding Se-vsii Years next pre- 
vious to such Requisition ; and the Amount of Salary when so fixed 
shall he duly notified by the Chief or Under Secretary to the Registrar, oq 
and also to the Justices of the Petty Sessions District. 

X. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to direct that such 
annual or other Allowance as he .shall think right shall- be made to 
each Petty Sessions District for the Payment of Postage, and for the 
Purchase of Books, Stationery, Court Requisites, Expenses of Court 25 
House, and other Matters. 

XI. Every Person who shall ho appointed or shall act as Clerk of 
Petty Sessions under the Provisions of this Act shall, before entering 
on such his Office, give Security for the due Discharge of his Duties 

as such Clerk; and such Security shall be given by a Recognizance 30 
with Pwo Sureties, to be approved of by any Two of the Justices of 
his District or Districts, in double the Amount of the annual Salary of 
such Petty Sessions Clerk ; and every such Recognizance may be in 
the Form (B.) in the Schedule to tliis Act, or to the like Effect, and 
the same shall, when perfected, be deposited by the Justices with the 35 
Registrar at his Office in Dublin : Provided always, that notwith- 
standing anything herein-before contained it shall be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant to direct that the Security of any Guarantee Society 
established hy Charter or Act of Parliament in Great Britain or 
Ireland may be accepted in lieu of such Security by Recognizance as 40 
aforesaid; provided also, that it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, when and so often as, from the Death or Insolvency of 

Sureties 
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Sureties or other Circumstances, ho shall think right so to do to 
direct that now Security shall ho given and cutcrocl into, by Recoo- 
iiirance or oUrcrwisc, as ho si, all direct, and the same shall he give°u 
and entered into iiccordingly. ° 

5 XII. No Petty Sessions Clci'k shall proceed to execute the Duties 
of his Office after the Thirty-first. D,,,/ nf December One tkomand 
eight hundred mid Jifty-aghi, until he shall have taken and subsci-ibed 
the following Oath before some Justice of the Peace ; (that is to 
say,) 

10 ‘I A. B. do solemnly and^ sincerely swear, That I will feithfully and 
‘ to the best of my .Skill and Power execute the Office of Petty 
‘ Sessions Clci-k of the District of , and that I will obey 

‘ all lawful Orders and Commands that may be given to me and that 
‘ I will duly and faithfully account for all Moiicy.s or other Property 
]5 ‘ that .shall come into my Hand.s or Pmver and for which I shall 
‘ be liable to account, and that 1 will not disclose or communicate 
‘ any Matter or Thing wliidi it shall he my Duty to conceal or 
‘ ‘ So help mo GOD.' 

And the said Oath wlieu .so subscribed shall be forthwith transmitted 
50 by Post by the Justice taking the same to the Registrar, to be by him 
carefiilly preserved. 

XIII. Whenever, under the Provision.s of this Act, any Person 
shall cease to hold the OlSce of Clerk of Petty Ses.sions, by reason of 
hiabdity to perform its Duties, or by reason of the Consolidation of 
■ia Petty Sessions Districts, or the Consolidation of the Office of Clerk, 
It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, if lie shall so think tit 
upon the Recommendation of the Justices of the District of which 
such Person bad been the Potty Sessions Clerk, and by an Order 
in ™ Lhief or Under .Secretary, to direct that out of 

the lines and Penalties Fund sncli Person shall bo paid such gross 
bum by way of Gratuity, or such annual .Sum by way of Pension, as 
to the Lord Lieutenant shall under all the Circiimstauces appear to 
M ju^, such Gratuity not iii any Case to exceed the Amount of 
TV™ o'*? I’ension not in any Case to exceed Two 

J/nr* of the Salary which such Person had received as Clerk of 
mty .Sessions previous to his vacating Office, and such Pension shall 
m every Case cease to he paid when such Person shall have been 
pointed to the Office of Petty Sessions Clerk of any District or

Act: Be it enacted, That in ease any Clerk oftlic Crown or Clerk of the 
Peace in Ireland shall consider himself to be aj»-irricved by the Provisions ifi 
of this Act, or any of them, it shall be. lawi'ul for him to memorialize 
the Lord Liciitemint of Ireland, setting- forth the average Amount for 
the last Flok Years before the passing of this Act of the annual 
Profits and Emoluments which he has been deprived of by this Act,
